REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The trustees submit the reports of the treasurer and librarian 
for the year ending December 30, 1905, and note with much pleas- 
ure the increase in the circulation of books over that of last year. 
They beg to call special attention to the excellent use which has 
been made of the libraries by the superintendent of schools, Mr. 
H. B. Stearns. For the first time since the foundation of the 
Ingalls Memorial Library and the Branch at West Rindge, sys- 
tematic use has been made of the library facilities by both teach- 
ers and pupils, and it is one instance only of the great advantage 
to the educational opportunities of the schools in Rindge, which 
has been derived from the establishment of a superintendent. It 
is a benefit which can be developed indefinitely if we have entrust- 
ed to us sufficient means to keep our supply of books equal to the © 
growing need. 

We ask therefore for an appropriation of three hundred dollars - 
in addition to the interest on the note of the town of Rindge for 
fifty dollars. 

In closing we wish to express our thanks for all gifts to the 
Museum. They are always welcome and are much appreciated by 
all visitors to the Museum.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
For THE YEAR EnpdING DEcEMBER 31, 1905. 


- 


The past year has been a pleasant and encouraging year to your 
yrarian, and, I hope, a profitable one to the patrons of the 
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library. In a library like the, Ingalls it is hard to supply the de- 
mand for fiction, as a large proportion of our books are of an 
educational nature. But the fiction that we have is mostly by 
standard authors, and educational books are what we all need most. 
But light reading which rests the mind has its value, and we want 
some new fiction every year; but always the best. 

During the past year over eighty volumes have been Stace to 
our library by purchase, including eleven volumes of the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica published in 1902, and five volumes of Carpen- 
ter’s Geographical Readers and a number of pedagogical books sug- 
gested by our school superintendent, Mr. H. B. Stearns, who fully 
appreciates the value of our library in relation to the schools of 
our town. ‘The teachers make good use of these and other books 
in the schools, and in this way all the children in town are benefit- 
ed by our hbrary. 

Mr. Wallace has given a fine collection of books upon music 
and musicians, books well suited to young readers. 

Miss Ware has given the Historians History of the World in 
twenty-five volumes, and several books upon forestry and irriga- 
tion; and also a set of Hough’s American Woods, in ten volumes, 
collected and edited by Prof. Romeyn B. Hough. Each volume 
contains mounted specimens of twenty-five different kinds of wood 
with systematic description of the trees represented. This col- 
lection, when finished, will comprise all the American trees. 

We have received a large number of valuable state and govern- | 
ment reports, bulletins, etc., during the past year. Mr. S. Henry 
Stearns of Concord. gave a second year’s subscription to the Ameri- 
ca Review of Reviews, one of our most valued magazines. Other 
friends have added to our store. 

Interesting additions have been made to our Museum by Hiram 
Blake, Esq., of Keene, Mrs. 8. A. Felt of Springfield, Mass., Mrs. 
Elijah Bemis, Mrs. Edwin Stearns, Mrs. Simeon Adams and Miss 
Ware. Mr. Herbert I. Wallace has given a bronze gilt pitcher 
which once belonged to Mrs. Thomas Ingalls.

WEST RINDGE BRANCH LIBRARY. 


For tHe Year Enpine DecemBeEr 31, 1905. 


Eleven hundred and sixty-one books have been circulated. Of 
this‘number forty-five were sent to the Ingalls Library, and one 
hundred and twenty-seven were books from the Ingalls Library, cir- 
culated through the Branch Library. Number of juvenile books, 
three hundred and one. Whole number of cards issued to Decem- 
ber 51, 1905, three hundred and twenty-seven. Highteen new 
names were added to the list of patrons during the past year. 

The different classes stand as follows: Fiction, 812; Sociology, 
48; Natural Science, 54; Useful Arts, 12; Fime Arts, 43; Litera- 
ture, 9; Poetry, 42; Travels, 32; Biography, 63; Modern History, 
29; Miscellaneous, 17. ; 

We are pleased to report that school district No. 3 has made 
good use of the library, having take out forty books. 

Again, we report that through the continued kindness of Miss 
Ware, fifty-two new books have been added. Also pamphlets from 
other sources.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


This annual report is hereby presented for the consideration of 
the parents and citizens of this town. 

There is little to report concerning the work of the schools that 
is not well presented in the report of the superintendent. 

We have, in several instances, been especially fortunate in our 
selection of teachers during the past year, and we regret that the 
shortness of the school year makes the stay of good teachers with us 
so brief. It may seem to some that the amount appropriated by the: 
town for the maintenance of schools is large, but it is in reality 
only $26.66 more than the amount required by law, which is 
$1,792.52. 

Good text books as well as good teachers are essential to good 
school. New physiologies and grammars have this year been intro- 
duced into the grammar school and an especially good assortment 
of supplementary readers have been secured. 

No. 10 was closed during the spring term and the children were 
transported to No. 3 and No. 5. This, we believed, gave the chil- 
dren better advantages and lessened the expense of running our 
schools, However, we found it necessary to reopen the school in 
the fall, else our year’s expense for transportation would have ex- 
ceeded twenty-five per cent of our appropriation. 

Owing to circumstance, the school year was somewhat short- 
ened at No. 6 and No. 8. The balance in the treasury will cover the 
expense of the extra weeks. | 

- The school buildings are in good repair with the exception of 
No. 8, which needs painting and shingling.- We recommend that a 
special appropriation be made for this purpose, since the five per 
cent of school money allowed us by law for repairs will be insuffi- 


~ eient for this and other needs.

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We are pleased with the increasing interest which many of the 
parents have shown in the schools, and are glad to have so many 
join with us in heartily commending our superintendent for his 
conscientious and very efficient service. We believe that the better 
the understanding and sympathy between the’ parent, the teacher, 
and superintendent, the greater will be the benefit to the pupil in 


whom they are all interested.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 


‘ 


For THE YEAR 1905-6. 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I have the honor of presenting to you my second report as 
superintendent of schools. 

The need of a new course of study has been met this year by 
introducing the state course authorized by the last legislature. 
This provides three schedules. One of these is adapted to rural 
schools. The course is mapped out in detail and offers many sug- 
gestions. All of its plans cannot be applied but the main lines of 
work can be followed. It is desirable that the school work of 
Rindge should conform, as well as local conditions will permit, to 
standards and methods which are being generally accepted. Other- 
wise pupils going into other towns or coming into Rindge are at a 
great disadvantage. The work of our higher grades especially ought 
to follow closely those lines which are determined by the high 
schools. Otherwise our pupils will find themselves poorly pre- 
pared for admission to these schools. Efforts have been made to 
adapt the work with the above end in view. | 

Besides the general course of study, there is in each school a 
record stating the work accomplished each month in every study. 
This has been especially helpful the past year owing to the fre- 
quent change of teachers. 

To teach the child to read is to lay the foundation for most of 
the school work. In attempting to improve the schools of a town’ 
reading is, therefore, the subject on which special emphasis should 
first be laid. This has been done in Rindge the past five terms 
and progress has been made in all the schools and most excellent - 
results achieved in some. By buying about a dozen readers of a 
kind and moving these from school to school a large number of in- 
teresting books have been given the classes and the expense has 
been small. Among these have been easy supplementary readers in 
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history and geography, designed to prepare the way for the regular 
text books in these subjects. | 

The grammar grades should have a new arithmetic arranged on 
the plan followed by the primary arithmetic now in use. Such a 
higher arithmetic would give a larger number of well chosen, oral 
examples reviewing the essentials of arithmetic. 

Good books and abundant supplies are to the teacher what mod- 
ern machinery and plenty of sharp tools are to the mechanic. No 
school should ever be without supplies of every kind. Books should 
be on hand the day they are required. All wants should be antici- 
pated and purchases made in advance. Better terms can be made 
by buying supplies in bulk, and on both books and supplies express 
charges can thus be saved. 

A pupil who has abused a book never ought to be given a good 
one in its place unless he pays for it. A child who, on the other 
hand, treats the property loaned to him as he should is entitled to 
books that are in good condition. | 

_ Parents are responsible for the usage given school property by 
their children. They ought willingly to recognize this. A note 
from the teacher stating that a book has been needlessly injured 
should be met by a prompt payment for the same. 

It is a pity that more parents do not take advantage of that 
provision of the law which requires that school boards shall sell 
text books to pupils at cost. A child ought at least to own an 
arithmetic, a graminar and a dictionary and keep them after leay- 
ing school as reference books. 

In cases of contagious disease, the utmost vigilance needs to be 
exercised lest infected books that may be at home find their way 
back into the school and be distributed to other pupils. I take it 
for granted that those in the pupil’s desk will be promptly disin- 
fected. The surest disinfectant is fire. 

I have found that a misapprehension exists in regard to the 
truancy laws. Some of the most important provisions may be 
found at the conclusion of this report. It will be seen from Section 
11, that no discretion is given the superintendent. The require- 
ments for obtaining a certificate are definitely and explicitly stated, 
and he merely certifies to a question of fact.

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STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


CHAPTER 93 oF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 
(As Amended by Chapter 61, Session Laws of 1901.) 


Sucr. 10. No child under the age of twelve years shall be em- 
ployed in any manufacturing establishment. No child under the 
age of fourteen years shall be employed in any manufacturing es- 
tablishment, nor in any mechanical, mercantile, or other employ- 
ment during the time in which the public schools are in session in 
the district in which he resides. 

Sreot. 11. No child under the age of sixteen years shall be 
employed in any manufacturing establishment, or in any mechani- 
cal, mercantile, or other employment during the time in which the 
public schools are in session in the district in which he resides, 
without first presenting a statement of his age from his parent or 
guardian sworn to before the superintendent of schools. * * * And 
no child under the’age of sixteen vears shall be employed as afore- 
said during the time in which the public schools are in session in 
the district mm which he resides without first presenting a certifi- 
cate from the superintendent of schools * * * that such child can 
read at sight and write legibly simple sentences in the English lan- 
euage. And any superintendent of schools * * * who certifies 
falsely as to matters prescribed by this section shall be fined not less 
than twenty nor more than fifty dollars for each offense. 

Seor. 14. Every person having the custody and control of a — 
child between the ages of eight and fourteen years, residing in a 
school district in which a publie school is annually taught, shall 
cause such child to attend the public school all the time such school 
is Im session, unless the child shall be excused by the school board 
of the district because his physical or mental condition is such as © 
to prevent his attendance at school for the period required. * * * 
Any person who does not comply with the requirements of this 
section shall be fined ten dollars for the first offense and twenty 
dollars for every subsequent offense, for the use of the district.
